Washixqton, Oct. 16.— Informatior 
of the formidabit' nprisintr in Coroa, re 
salting iu tiie diri.ipiit'aranoe aiui proba 
hlv death uf the queeu aud tlie laiirtinji 
ol luilit.iry forces by tlie Uiiiied States 
and Kuropcaii powers, iias been re- 
ceived by .Miuihter ivurnio of .lapaii 
from the lureniii othce at Tokio. It i. 
quite sciisational, niduMtiiig the land 
luic of uianii-'.-^ by Russia, tlie Unitec 
btates aud probably (iicat Britain. 

The latest dispatch t.) .Miiii>t( r Kuri 
II. > Ntaie.-i that a tiTce of Ilu>f.i.iu lua 
nues, 40 II) iiutiil)er, has beeu landed. 
Thus far they have coutiued themselves 
to ^;llar^lil)^' the Russian legation at 
Seoul. United States marines were 
lauded from che Yorkt«wii to the num- 
ber of io. It is Ijelievcd al.so that Brit' 
ish m iriiK's have been lauded. Besides 
tlieae ,ihe Jaimuese luve a oonsiderable 
forqe of soldient at Saool who hare beeu 
preMcviug order. 

The dispattihi^s come from Tokio and 
coumauicat« the sabstance of dis- 
patchi!s reueived frum General Mnira, 
tue Japuiiose envoy at Seoul. They are 
d-kted from tho 9th to the 12tb inst. It 
appeoi-d from these dispatches that the 
troable had its incepciou throngh the 
qaeeu's (licdike of the uewly organized 
scddiery of (Jorea. The old aokUers had 
the phiuitiTS equipment of the far 
east. Bat with the progrese of Japa- 
nese inflneuue in Corea two bAttaliona 
Of Coreau tix>ops were organised on 
modern methods.

W hen tho qaeeu showed her disfayor 
tow.ki'd these new troops they appealed 
to rue T.d Won Ktm, a powerful ohief 
wlio lias long been at enmity with the 
qui'i II. it( ai cepted the leadership of 
i.ie new IK iOi>s, uutl at the head of one 
batial.ou eure.i'.l th;' (jueen's palace. 
The iiat;ve sold. era tied from the piUaee. 
'1 111' '1 (iKio (lispatclie.s do iiut state spe- 
iiuc.diy what becaiiic <il tlie <iiieeu lur- 
tiier tliau that she di«,ippeared ami can 
not UMocatcd. The oiiii lals are mi'liiied 
to bi lu?ve, however, Miat tlio uuotticial 
rep<.n t-. o^ liie qut eii'.s ilt atli are true. 

The .).ip:iiu\su Kovciiiiunut, the ilis- 
patclies tuitiier st.ite, Ins acted ijuickly 
ou the lepcjris, and has appointed a 
commission to iiKjaire mto clio facts. 
Iu the moaiitinie it is emphatii-ally de- 
uied iliat I no quetiu's deatli. if it has 
occurred, wi.s due to tlie .Japaiie.se. 

One repori is tli.it a .lapaiieso soshi 
killed the (lueou. Tliis is not yet irou- 
lirmed m tiie dispatclies here. The o< 
Hciais tay that iiie soshi are an irre- 
sponsible uud lawless cla.ss uud that 
tlieir acts can not be laid to the Jap> 
anese )>eople or gorerumeiit. 

Ceueral Muira's reports also cover the 
work uf J upiiuese troops iu preserving 
order. Those troops were stationed op- 
posite the i tUuoe, Uaviug secured the 
place ot vancajie some time ago through 
the Coreau governmeat. They took no 
part in the attack on the palace, but 
after it had occurred, when the uative 
troops were tSeeiug uud the new bat- 
talions wfere euforoiug their success iu 
capturing the palaoe, the Japanese 
troops idaed iu preveutiug bloodshed 
and disorder. It is probable tliat some 
deaths ooonrred dnrUig the melee. Fol- 
lowing this oame the landing of United 
B(4teH and Kusslaa marines, a,nd, as is 
believed, the lauding of the British. 

The latest indications ore that the 
Tai Won Kuu and the king are in con- 
trol of affairs at the Onrean oaj^tal. 
The king bos been the nomuMl nuer, 
but the queuu has heretof^TB be«n rec- 
ognized as the real mler. ^^influ- 
ence of the king and tlw Tri Won Knn 
are distinctly favoriUd* to ti^e Japa- 
nese. 

At the Cureaa legation no word has 
b«en received from the disturl^ ci

ONE VACANT SrAT. 

The UnlUd itmUm aaprKUiat Court Agaiii In 
lesvloM. 

Wahhi.notom, Oct. 15.— After a recess 
covering about four and a half months 
the United States supremo court recou 
veued at noon yesterday, with all the 
members of the court present. There 
was a fair attendance of attorneys and 
Kpectators. .Secretary of State Olney, 
Attorney Oeueral Harmon, Assistant 
Attorneys (ieneral Dickinson aud Whit- 
ney, Solicitor General Conrad and 
Hon. Don M. Dickinson were among 
the lawyers present. The only TaoMlt 
seat on the beuob was that nartsed \tj 
the death of Justice Jackson. 

The proceedings of the day were 
brief, consisting of the hearing of tm- 
iinporiaut motions, the admisnon of a 
half doafeu attoruey to the bar and the 
introduction of Attorney General Har- 
mon to the court by his predeoessov, 
Secretory Oxney. Cliief Jusctoe JToller 
announced the death of Justices Jack- 
eon aud Strong, the latter retired, sim- 

Ely saying that the court wae saddened 
y these events. The ohief justice also 
referred to the oafltom on the part of 
the oonrt of npridUg a formal call upon 
the preeikdent M (he beginning of the 
term, bat said the call would be fore- 
gone on aooonnt of 'the abseuce of the 
chief ezecntlTe from the city. Acknowl- 
edging the i^tCDdnution of the new at- 
torney general as made by Klecretary 
Olney, Chief Justice Fuller said: 

"ihe court parts with the retiring 
attorney general with rtfi^l and wel* 
comes his successor." 

A number of cases were dismissed 
either by stipulation or motiu.i of ap- 
pellants and plaintiffs in eRor. The 
uoiirt then adjourned.
